The deed was so daringly executed 
that no one attempted to interfere.

To Establish American Banks 
in Foreign Cities. : 
Senator Flint Introduces an 
Important Bill. 
Would Save Millions in Er- 
change Fees Alone. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON (D. C.) June 11.— 
[Exciusive Dispatch.}] Senator Flint 
introduced a bill today which will go 
far to overcome the handicap. which 
American exporters have suffered in 
seeking trade in South American, 
Central American and Oriental mar- 
kets. The bill provided that any na- 
tional bank, with unimpaired capital 
and a surplus of $1,000,000 may estab- 
lish branches in foreign countries on 
obtaining the sanction of the Treasury 
Department. 

Senator Flint considers this a mat- 
ter of the very first importance to the 
commercial world. Americans, in the 
countries mentioned, must now pay 
enormous tributes, estimated as high 
as $5,000,000 yearly in the matter of ex- 
change alone to foreign bankers. 

“Would not the commerce of Los 
Angeles, said Senator Flint to The 
Times correspondent, “almost double 
if it were possible for the representa- 
tive of the Los Angeles merchants in 
Mexico to deal directly with their 
home city, through a branch of their 
bank in Los Angeles? There could be 
no stronger hold for the American 
trader than to have a branch of his 
home American bank right on the 
ground where he wanted to busi- 
Ness. 

“Our trade with the countries to the 
south of us is constantly increasing, 
and the time has come when we are 
obliged to give it better facilities in 
a banking way. if we are to com 
with the European countries, which, 
heretofore, have practically monopo- 
lized, through their enterprising meth- 
od, the trade which should have been 
divided with this country.

SOLDIERS’ HOME, June 11.—Infor- 
mation is just received here, that 
Gen. Allen L. Anderson, a member of 
this Home on furlough, died at Santa 
Barbara, Thursday. He commanded 
the Fight California Infantry in the 
latter part of the Civil War, and had 
a remarkable military career. 

Born in Ohio in 1837, he was ap- 
pointed from that State as cadet in the 
Uhited States Military Academy, Sep- 
tember 1, 1854: brevet second lieuten- 
t. July 1, 1859; second lieutenant of 
fth United States Infantry, Septem- 
ber 5, 1859; first lieutenant, May 14. 
1861; adjutant of the regiment, De- 
cember I. 1861; captain, December 3, 
1862. In March, 1865, he was mustered 
into the volunteer service as colonel of 
the Eighth California Regiment, and 
bore a conspicuous part in the battle 
of Valverde, a assistant adjutant- 
general on the staff of Gen. Canby. He 
was mustered out of the volunteer 
service, November 10, 186, and re- 
signed 1 the regular army, Janu- 
ary 7. 

2 ot the War Department show 
that Anderson was several times bre- 
vetted in the regular army; the last 
being in October, 1865, “lieutenant-col- 
onel, for gallant and meritorious serv- 
ice.” He had, on March 13, 186, re- 
ceived brevet as brigadier-genera! of 
volunteers, for “faithful meritor- 
us service." 

Gen. Andetson was the son of a for- 
Governor of Ohio, Charles An- 
and was a nephew of 3 
Anderson of Fort Sumter fame.

was aged 73, and leaves his widow, 
Mrs. 8.

of the largest foreign freighters on the 
Pacific are in this port.

ASSESSMENT STANDS. 

RULING ON SUIT FOR TAXES. 

Judge Hervey yesterday, in deciding 
the action brought by the Kern River 
Company against the county of Los 
Angeles for a return of $754, taxes al- 
leged to have been improperly levied 
and collected, laid down the principle 
that the assessment fixed by the Coun- 
ty Board of Equalization shall stand 
unless it can be proven that fraud has 
been employed in making the figures. 

The defendant corporation asked for 
a refund of the taxes on the ground 
that its property did not occupy the 
public highways, but the court held 
against this contention, declaring that 
it did use such highways in a large 
egree. The company was allowed a 
refund of $100, on the ground that it 
had no franchise within the city of 
Los Angeles. 

The opinion of the court Is impor- 
tant, from the fact that there are at 
this time a number of cases ding 
against the city and county, ught 
by various transportation and public 
service corporations, for a refund of 
taxes, some of them largely predicated 
on the proposition that the assessment 
determined upon by the County Board 
of Equalization was excessive and 
wrong. About $100,000 is involved in 
the pending litigation.

The Santa Rosa now sent off 
six boats loaded with men to land 
and storm the fort under cover of her 
guns. Corporal Vallejo, from new 
battery, instantly turned his three 
guns, eight-pounders, upon the insur- 
gents, and fired grape into the boats 
and round shot into the frigate. The 
fire proved most effective, as one boat 
was sunk, and others driven back, 
with a loss of thirty men. Several 
balls pierced the ship above the water 
line, inflicting serious damage. The 
firing went on fast and continuously 
as possible. The shot from the fort 
on account of the close proximity of 
the Santa Rosa, like those of the ves- 
sel for the same reason, passed over 
their mark and did no damage; but 
those of the battery were effective, and 
every one of them told, owing, no 
doubt, to the fine marksmanthi 
Vallejo and the ardent young Cal tor- 
nians behind the guns.

| Treatment of Neuralgia. 

Neuralgia is a paroxysmal pain in a 
nerve. In most victims of this 
wretched trouble the same nerve suf- 
fers im each attack, although there are 
patients with whom the agony travels 
fom one nerve to another. The first 
thing to ascertain in a case of persis- 
tent neuralgia is whether the trouble 
is due to some underlying organic con- 
tion or whether it is simply just a case 
of a sick nerve calling for help. 

The neuralgia which has an organic 
basis ts called “symptomatic” neuraigia 
and may be present as one of many 
other symptoms in tumors or in cer- 
tain inflammatory affections or tuber- 
culous lesions which are in such posi- 
tion as to compress’ course of the 
nerve at any point.

In the last letter, Mencken goes brief- 
ly over the ground of human rights, 
natural selection, and the inequality 
of nature, pointing out the inevitabil- 
ity of castes and class distinctions, pre- 
and unequal powers. 

“Men vs. the Man is a book which 
any one obsessed with the phantasm 
of socialism should read carefully. And 
it ls a book Which any one who has 
come into sufficiently mature intelli- 
gence to have thrown aside the dreams 
of the socialist should read for the 
purpose of substantiating his ideas. By 
two men representative of two social 
factions, the book, I believe, will be 
and recognized dy both sides 
as authoritative. The whole field is 
briefly covered in contention and re- 
buttal. 

Heretofore, socialists have had their 
own way in their literature. They have 
developed their ynearthly theories: 
they have . dreamed their industrial 
@reams; they have obfuscated the lay- 
readers’ mind with intricate arrays of 
figures and statistics; they have made 
superficially plausible their doctrines 
by the use of fervent and fiowery 
rhetoric. But here it is different. 
Mencken follows up closely the 
assertions. He inspects beneath the 
surface. He does a little figuring of 
his own with the statistics advanced 
by the socialists, and finds that they 
are in the kindergarten class in arith- 
metic.

CHICAGO, June 11.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] In a circular, in which he dis- 
cusses the relation of railroad rates 
to general business, T. A. Griffin, of 
the Griffin Wheel Company, says: 

“No matter how objectionable an ad- 
vance in freight rates may be to us 
personally, we must recognize that im- 
provement in general business is de- 
pendent on a betterment of operating 
and financial conditions of the ralil- 
roads. That the operating results are 
most unsatisfactory is readily seen by 
the latest Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission report, which shows that for 
the nine months which ended April 1, 
1910, eleven railroad systems, all west 
and north of a line drawn from Chi- 
cago to St. Louis, compared with the 
same roads for the same period in the 
previous year, had their 


their net earnings show a decrease of 
$3,500,000, and for the month of March, 
en the same comparison, they show an 
increase of $7,000,000 in gross and a 
decrease of $966,000 in net earnings.

SELLING SHORT WEIGHT. 
Mayor Gaynor of New York Gets After 
Dea 


Mayor Gaynor of New York has 
started a campaign by the Bureau of 
Weights and Measures of that city for 
honest measures by the sellers of the 
necessaries of life. The investigations 
of inapect show that the New York 
household not been getting all that 
it has been paying for. In klyn 
twelve out of seventeen purchases from 
retail grocers were found to be below 
weight, the shortage ranging from 2 to 
7 per cent. Out of twenty-three 7 5 
ages containing various kinds of gro- 
ceries only five, it is said, showed hon- 
est weight. 

New York dealers are not alone in 
the matter of giving short weight, but 
investigations in other cities would un- 
doubtedly reveal similar conditions. An 
instance showing the extent of this in- 
iquity comes from London, where 
James Allis, chief of the Public Control 
Department of the London County 
Council, recently read a paper giving 
some startling facts relating to the 
common dishonest customs of giving 
short measure in package goods, 

He said that in weights and measures 
matters the principal reforms for which 
they hoped were those in connection 
with the sale of bread and short weight 
generally. Only recently he had been 
told that in one of the big companies 
an instruction had been issued for an 
appreciable increase in the number of 
loaves to be obtained from a sack of 
flour. They all knew what that would 
mean. Take the case of the short 
weight that arose through the inclu- 
sion of the wrapper in the weight of 
the package. He had been shown a 
document setting out the profits al- 
leged to arise from the adoption of this 
practice, as disclosed in legal proceed- 
ings. He quoted three instances in 
connection with tea as follows:

At seventy-six the world ought to 
seem no different on- its spiritual, its 
ethical, and its human side than it 
did at forty-six, says Senator Depew 
in Lesiie’s Weekly.

Cancerous Growths Healed by Rosary 
Tree—Valuable Researches by 
Women. 


{London Tribune:}) Before an ilius- 
trious gathering of cancer specialists 
at Pavia, Prof. Rampoldi, a local oph- 
thaimist, presented twenty patients, 
formerly victims of malignant tumors 
in the face, eye, lips, mouth and tongue, 
whom he had wholly cured by the use 
of a tropical plant known as Indian 
liquorice or tree. This plant be- 
longs to a vegetable order whose leaves 
contain glycerine and with an ess 
shaped seed of a deep brilliant scariet 
color, hard and as big as dried peas. 
It abounds in Abrina, and is a wonder- 
ful toxine for the biood. 

Prof. Rampoldi began his experi- 
ments ten years ago by treating ex- 
ternal cancerous growths, and has 
achieved about a hundred definite 
cures. Of these growths ten were lo- 
cated within the cavity and walls of 
the mouth; others of his patients were 


fectly normal state. They were per- 
sons known to have had the entire 
face and forehead covered for many 
months with cancerous sores thought 
to te incurable. The most notable re- 
sults presented were that of a giti in 
whom cancer of the eye had previous- 
ly made such ravages as to ve eat- 
en away part of the socket-bone, and 
three others where the glands had 
been affected.

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PRESIDENT INSISTENT ABOUT 


ASHINGTON, June 11.-—As the 

result of President Taft's insist- 

ence that the railroad bill in- 
clude some provision looking to the 
control of the new issues of stocks and 
bonds by railroad companies, it was 
decided at a White House conference 
today ta add a paragraph to the bill 
providing for a commission to investi- 
gate and report at the next session of 
Congress the best means of dealing 
with this situation. 

The President was told again today 
that with all the Democrats but one 
opposed to giving the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission supervision on the 
subject it was impossible to get an 
‘out and out provision for the control 
of stock and bond issues in the bill at 
this session. | 

There were present at the confer- 
ence at the White House Speaker 
Cannon, Senators Elkins and Aldrich, 
and Representative Mann of the con- 
ferees and Atty.-Gen. Wickersham. — 

PRESIDENT INSISTENT. 

The President called the conference 
to indicate more clearly to the con- 
ferees that he wished the House pro- 
vision giving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission supervision over stock and 
bond issués retained in the bill. He

KLAHOMA CITY (Okla.) June 11. 

A conservative estimate, based on 

returns from forty of the seventy 
counties of Oklahoma, is that Okla- 
homa City has won over Guthrie and 
Shawnee in the contest over the loca- 
tion of the State capital, by 50,000 plu- 
rality. 
Sixty-five of the counties of the 
State voted affirmatively on the propo- 
sition that the capita] be permanently 
located at this time. The opposition 
to the proposition was based on the 
clause in the State Constitution, which 
provides that Guthrie remain 
the capita] until 1913. 
The amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the repeal of that clause 
that prohibits the purchasing of new 
railroads by the established lines, was 


defeated by a majority of about 20,000,

Two Bodies Recovered from II- Fated 

French Submarine, Pluvoise. 

Wreckers at Work. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CALAIS (France) June 11.--The man- 
ner of the sinking of the French sub- 
marine Pluvoise was revealed today 
when the superstructure emerged at 
low tide. A rent fifteen feet long and 
two feet wide was found in the stern, 
where the submerged craft had been 
struck by the channel steamer Pas de 
Calais. Two bodies were recovered be- 
fore the rising tide again closed over 
the wreck. 

The Pluvoise was sunk with her crew 
of twenty-seven men in the English 
Channel two miles off the French 
Coast on May 26 Since that time 
wreckers have been engaged at every 


ashore. 

As it is now established that the hull 
ts filled with water holes will be drilled 
through the plates to make possible 
the removal of the other bodies.

Not Aluminum. 

LOS ANGELES, May 2-[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Found in San 
Bernardino county, Cal. Have an idea 
specimen is aluminum. Would Uke 
to know what it is and if of commer- 
elal value? Please publish answer in 
the Sunday Times and oblige. R. G. 

ANSWER: The metal aluniinum 
does not occur native. Many silicates 
of aluminum (clays, te., are found 
plentifully stored in the native maga- 
zines of old mother earth. Excluding 
some kaolins, the valuable ores of 
aluminum are sulphates and oxides of 
the metal. We receive letters, occa- 
sionally, stating that “the samples 
assay 40 per cent. aluminum.” If 
such percentage is present as silicate, 
with tron oxides accompanying the 
silicate, then the commercial values 
are, usually, nominal. This itnforma- 
tion is given in the hope that the terms 
“alumina or aluminum present” will 
be differentiated as set forth. 

The sample you submit carries but 
littie alumina of commercial value. It 
is a whitish gray (probably from near 
an outcrop) su ce, with specks of 
iron oxide very sparingly disseminated 
throughout the mass, and the speci- 
men is, in „ volcanic ash with de- 
composed rhyolite present. Volcanic 
ash is one of the bases of a certain 
cement. Volcanic ash and ume are 
the bases for Pozzuolani cement.

SUGAR BEET STUDIES. 

The Secretary of Agriculture says: 
“The encouragement of sugar-beet seed 
production is being continued. Through 
work at a number of the (experi- 
mental) stations valuable hybridized 
strains of beet seed are being produced, 
and some of them are already in the 
hands of commercial growers who are 
offering American-grown seeds of 
high quality for sale. The work on the 
production of single-germ seed is being 
conducted with promising results. It 
is hoped, by securing special strains of 
beet seed, to reduce the cost of grow- 
ing sugar beets and to extend the in- 
dustry into certain sections where the 
soll and climate conditions are at pres- 
ent unfavorable for the best develop- 
ment of the straina now — * 
used. In all the work involving seed 
production, methods of siloing seed, 
beets are receiving a great deal of at- 


tinued in the matter of improving cu!- 
tural methods in connection with the 
growing of this crop. Preparation of 
the seed ded, planting the seed, care 
of the beets and harvesting are all un- 
der experimentation and demonstra- 
tion. Crop rotation is another im- 
portant matter being considered in con- 
nection.with the growing of the beet. 
New areas not previously devoted to 
the growing of sugar beets are F 4 
tested from year to year, with a view 
to extension of the industry. These 
tests are made as far as possible under 
field conditions, and if the results are 
promising the tests are repeated for 
several years in succession. By this 
work there have been located a number 
of areas that are very promising for the 
extension of the sugar-beet industry. 
In conducting these experiments con- 
sideration is given as far as possible 
to the other conditiqns necessary in 
sugar-beet production, such as the 
presence of lime, rock, water, ete. 
“In the west lime should be more 
generally used as a soll improver, as 
all of our tests show that it has a de- 
cided beneficial effect upon the physi- 
cal condition of the soll. 
i}: “Special attention has been given to 
the diseases of the sugar beet, as these 
maladies in. certain sections are very 
destructive.

PICKETING THE MAINSPRING. 
{ Editorial. } 


N all irreconcilable disputes between employers and employés the trouble 
¢cketing begins. If picketing is stopped promptly, the war- 
. Therefore it is natural that the leaders labor 
monopoly should insist most strenuously on their right to picket. No advo- 
te of strikes or any other practice of the union labor trust will ever be 
to concede the right of authorities to interfere with picketing, although 
All of them who understand the aiphabet of 
business know that to forbid this practice would do away at once with al 
trouble bred from the policies of the labor monopolies. 

We see this illustrated in these very days in two cities struggling for 
industrial freedom. The teamsters in Portland, Or., are on strike, and the 
strikers are using the picketing practice with detrimental effect against the 
employers who refuse to accede to the demands of the men on strike. 
long as they can ‘surround wagons driven by independent employes they 
very quickly put the shackles on their hands and convert them from inde- 
pendents into tools of the “business agents” of the strikers. 
bully can climb into a wagon and take the driver by the throat, beap abuse 
| upon him, threaten his life, threaten his wife and his children, it is very 
easy to convert the independent employe into a striker. 
stood that the authorities wil? not interfere in any case short of absolute 
murder, the task of filling strikers’ piaces is almost impossible. The only 
way to do that is for the employers to hire a professional strike breaker 
‘}who brings a lot of determined men into the 
result that immediately there are riots, bloodsh 
erty, and often the destruction of human life.

The whole question turns upon the right of the community to force law- 
If two citizens meet upon the street and 
enter into a controversy upon religion, politics, philosophy, business, or 
other subject, important or unimportant, essentia! or indifferent, and the 
cussion passes the boundary mark of gentlemanly language on one side 
abusive language on the other, the aggressor is guilty of a breach of the 
peace. If the controversy changes from words to blows, the aggressor is 
guilty of an assault. If the other party to the discussion suffers severe in- 
jury, the aggreesor is amenable to damage suits as well as criminal prose- 
If the innocent person is killed, the aggressor is a murderer, or at 
least an unjustifiable homicide. 
The police of a city that would fail to take due cognizance of such cases 
would be justly branded as inefficient, and in any decent American town 
could not last a week. No community could survive a general pre 
of such breaches of the peace. The bullies, the unreasonable, the unjust, 
would drive the other types of citizens out of the town and destroy the whole 
mmunity. There has never been any disposition to dispute a p 
this nature. They are so axiomatic that they are truisms 
It was not until labor unions became a power in the 
such breaches of the peace could be practiced and go unpunished. It was 
not until they took their cause into politics and undertook to coerce officials 
subject to election by vote that there was any disposition to question the 
just practices of the past. But since the walking delegate, otherwise called 
the “business agent” of labor unions, conceived the idea of threatening the 
politician who dared to pass a law or to execute a law which would interfere 
with the practices of his organizations without regard to the justice of the 
matter with defeat at the polls, the office-seeker, too often a very weak char- 
acter, gave an attentive ear to the walking delegate instead of to his own 
conscience, and it has become a disputed point whether picketing was a 
breach of the peace or not.

“LTHOUGH we live In an age ac- 
A customed to marvela in the 
scientific world, the greatest en- 
feat of the greatest engi- 
neering enterprise ever undertaken by 
man — the digging of the Panama 
Canal— namely, the mammoth task of 
blasting the channel through the con- 
gested mountains thereby forming the 
famous Culebra Cut, is the one Ameri- 
can work, if no other, that will un- 
questionably stand on the pinnacle of 
fame regardless of time. | 
The Culebra Cut, or, rather, the cut- 
ting through the great layers of 
Strata which forms the backbone of 
the isthmus, always has been the 
perplexing problem of the possibility 
of a canal ever since the idea was 
first conceived more than 300 years 


However, American ingenuity has 
solved the puzzle, and the most re- 
cent figures show that this nine-mile 
stone-encased section of the canal is 
58.46 per cent. finished, with 41.54 per 
cent. to be compieted. In cubic yards 
45,624,605 have been excavated, leav- 
ing 32,418,690 cubic yards yet to be 
removed.

Coach Cromwell Will Accompany 
Phenomenon to A.A.U. Champion- 
ships at New s lf Necessary 
Funds Are Raised—Has Good . 
Chance for Two First Places.

Coach Cromwell of U.S.C. has been 
working with Throop, the phenomenal 
sprinter developed at the university 
during the last track season, in antici- 
pation of the possibility of the fresh- 
man’s competing at the national A.A.U. 
championship contests to be held in 


August. 

Ii the necessary funds are raised to 
send Throop East as a Southern Cali- 
‘ornia representative, he will probably 
be accompanied by Cromwell. Money is 
being secured by subscription to de- 
fray the sprinter’s expenses; those of 
the ccach will probably be met by 
the University of Southern California, 
as Président Bovard is unwilling to 
have an athlete from the university 
make such a trip unaccompanied by 
the coach of the institution. 

Since the track season ended, Crom- 
well has been working Throop into a 
new stride, which differs considerably 
from the step taken by the freshman in 


last winter's races. Cromwell was un- 


williae to attempt to change Throvp’s 
zuft during the track season, fearing 
that the shift and extra work would 
undermine the phenom's chances in the 
intercollegiate competitions. 

Throop’s new stride is at least eight 
iaches longer than his old distance. As 
the stride he developed in his, prep 
school days and used through his 
freshman year at the university aver- 
aged close to 7½ feet, the new spread, 
when perfected, should carry him more 
than eight feet. This tremendous step 
will of course be used only in the last 
part of the shorter sprint and in the 
220-yard dash. During the first .twen- 
ty-five yards or so of the century, and 
nearly as much of the furlong, Throop 
takes the quick, short steps of a fast 
Starter. After he once is under full 
headway, the spike marks are separat- 
ed by the big distance. | 

The young athlete was credited dur- 
ling the season with a mark of $ 4-5s. 
in the 100-yard dash—only a fifth of a 
second .above the world’s record—and 
with tying the Pacific Coast record in 
the two-twenty. Although it is quite 
probable that the time caught in both 
these performances was a trifie fast, 
the exhibitions mark Throop as one of 
the greatest runners in the county, and 
if he goes to New Orleans he should 
give a creditable account of himself.

FRENCH TAX EXPLAINED. 


Automobiles That Are Not in the 
Country More Than Four Months 
Are Exempt. 

Considerable misapprehension exists 
in this country over the new tax on 
motor cars in France. The general im- 
pression is that the new schedule in 
force in that ideal touring country af- 


fects all tourists, irrespective of the 
length of time spent there. 
Recause of the large number of 


owners of its cars who visit Europe 
every year, the Pierce-Arrow Motor 
Car Company of Buffalo has had a 
number of calls for information on the 
subject. From its Paris branch it has 
just received a copy of a government 
rull published in the Journal Official. 
This ruling holds that the tax does 
not apply in any way to cars whose 
consecutive stay in France is less than 
four months. The tax, aside from that 
feature, is divided into two parts. 
For a term of 360 days for a car of 
one or two seats, the owner must v 
60 france and for a car of more than 


two seats, 90 francs.

“essentials.” To the layman essentials“ mean gener- 
ally religion, while to the clergy or professionals they 
too often mean theology. Religion is a matter that 
concerns the human heart, the human soul, human sen- 
timents. It is here that faith, the groundwork of 
Christian life, can find a standing-place, a holding-place, 
and live. Theology is intellectual rather than spiritual. 
It is a matter of the brain rather than of the heart. 
It is a system of elaborately-wrought-out philosophy. 
Religion is a life to live. Theology is a philosophic 
system to study, comprehend and accept. The man 
who in heart and soul, in sentiment and feeling, by 
faith becomes thoroughly imbued with the Christian 
spirit, will lead a Christian life and be a true Chris- 
tian no matter how little he comprehends the fine theo- 
logical points on which the Christian world splits in- 
tellectually. What difference does it make in the cre- 
ating in a man a spirit of honesty, truth, righteousness, 
purity and love for his fellow-men whether he under- 
Stands the “filioque” which separated the eastern or 
Greek churches from the western or Latin churches? 
Does it make any more matter to the man’s life, his 
spirit and his hold upon the Christian life whether he 
can figure out the difference between the theological 
dispute which separated the Arians of the early ages 
from the other Christians at Alexandria and Constan- 
tinople? This whole question turned upon the mere 
dot under a Greek vowel in a word of six or seven syl- 


is as insignificant as a dot over an “i” or a cross over a t.“ 


It affects more or less materially the meaning of the 

word, but how it could affect the moral life of any 

man only theologians can understand. 

If we assume that religion is the essential thing in 

Christianity there never was a time when the : 

tian world was more nearly united than today.

Christian practice. It is nearer a unity of thought and 
spirit and purpose than the Christian world has ever 
known before. 

But, when we come to dogmatic questions, creeds and 
theological systems, there never was a time when the 
Christian world was so much divided. Not only the 
various denominations have their own views of “elect. 
infants,” of “free grace,” of the “real presence” or no 
presence in the sacraments, but in the same commun- 
ions we find men entirely at variance upon the most 
fundamental propositions known to theology. The 
scriptures and their inspiration are in dispute among 
the members of the same communion. The efficacy of 
the sacraments and their importance are questions of 
earnest dispute. -There is less adhesion in theology 
than the Christian world has known from the begin- 
ning, and there is more cohesion in religion, in Chris- 
tian life, in the essential part of the doctrine, than 
ever known since apostolic ages. 

This is perfectly natural. The moral development of 
the people of today has been carried to a much higher 
plane than that of any generation preceding us. This 
is true in spite of all the degeneracy that marks our 
day in certain classes of the population. The census 
will doubtless show a larger number of church com- 
municants this time than ever before, and a larger 
ratio to the whole population. It will show more 
churches being built, more Christian education carried

on, a larger number of hospitals, and in every way an 
increased activity in the Christian life. 

When we come to the philosophic system summed up 
in the word “theology” it is just as natural that we 


should find more divergence of opinion now. The peo- 


ple are more intelligent. They think more about these 
things and come nearer understanding them. They do 
not receive their doctrines so submissively as in past 
ages from the pulpit or from the convention or from 
the synod. And yet comprehending these things more 
nearly than our forefathers, the people of today think 
less of them. They understand that these fine-spun 
philosophic theories about the divine nature and the 
life of the human soul are not so essential as the preach- 
ers would have them believe in living the Christian 
life. And no reasonably intelligent person can read 
the Scriptures, the foundation of Christian thought and 


the fountain head of Christian doctrine, without reach- 


ing the conclusion that it is the life we live and not 
the thoughts we think that make us so much different. 
Of course it is true that as a man thinks, so he will be. 
But that does not apply to his conception of the intel- 
lectual propositions which divide the Christian world 
any more than it would apply to the intellectual con- 
ception of Platonic or Aristotelian philosophy, or any 
other system of philosophic thought. As a man thinks

about honesty, as he thinks about purity, as he thinks 
about righteousness, so he will be. But he may have 
views upon the origin of the book of Genesis very dif- 
ferent from those of his neighbor, and yet he and the 
neighbor may be thoroughly upright, sincere, earnest 
Christian people. | 

It is very questionable whether there would any large 
good result from a formal, mechanica! union of all the 
churches brought about upon the acceptation of a uni- 
form system of philosophic thought or theological 
dogma. In business, competition is the life of trade, 
and competition between the churches tends to in- 
crease earnestness and works for purity of life and 
everything that is essential to the real Christian char- 
acter perhaps a good deal more than a uniform ec- 
clesiastical system would ever bring about. So long as 
the rivalry is wholesome, earnest and charitable the 
rivalry will be a good thing and not a bad one. 

Of course there are destructive influences in the mul- 
tifarious divisions of the Christian church. The chief 
of these is seen in any small village where there may 
be from a half-dozen to a full dozen of weak, strug- 
gling organizations where the community would be 
much better served if there was one strong central 
Christian organization combining all the financial and 
other strength and influence of all the Christian peo- 
ple in the community. 

But although the churches claim divine origin for 
their system, after all, as the apostle Paul says: “We 
have this treasure in earthen vessels,” or in other 
words, the church has its human side and it is an axiom 
that in all human things there are imperfections.

EAST INDIAN MARRIAGES. 


_ CHILD BRIDEs OF HINDUSTAN AND SAD 


FATE OF WIDOWS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


GRA.—I saw a wedding procession today. It was 
headed by camels with trappings of gold, ridden 
by barelegged men in red and gold turbans. Be- 


bind came an elephant, followed by twelve Arabian 


horses, each of which had gold leglets above their fore- 
knees and silver bells around their necks. The saddles 
were of cloth of silver and the trappings of the bridles 
were of gold. Behind these animals came the wedding 
chair, and farther back a band of music and a crowd 
of men singing and dancing. The wedding chair was a 
litter covered with a red and gold canopy. Upon the 
mattress inside sat the bride and groom, face to face, 
leaning back upon pillows. I looked in through the

curtains and saw them. They were children. The 
groom was a 10-year-old boy of a gingerbread color, 
and the bride a little brown baby of 2. The boy wore a 
gold cap and a suit embroidered in gold. He had heavy 
Around the girl’s 
neck was a gold chain, and she had gold braceſbts and 
anklets. As I looked in, the groom smiled and waved 
his hand at me, but the baby bride did not open her 


eyes, and I am told she had been drugged to keep her. 


quiet during the ceremony. Since I have been in India 
I have seen a score of wedding processions, and in ev- 
ery case the brides have been children, although the 


' grooms may have been full-grown men. Some of the 


brides were 6 and 8 years of age, and I have seen two 
of five. This is my first sight of a bride who is really 
a baby. 3 


Child Wives by the Millions, 2 


You have all heard of the child marriages of India. 
They take place every day, and number millions a year. 
They are chiefly among the Hindoos, who form two- 


thirds of the population of Hindustan. I have before 


me the figures of the last census taken by the British. 
They show that India has now more than 2,000,000 


wives under 10, and 250,000 of 5 years and under. It 


has 6,000,000 married women of from 10 to 15, and 9,000,- 
000 more who are between 15 and 20. There are alto- 
gether 68,000,000 wives in the country, and one-fourth 
of them are under the average age at which our girls 
marry. 


There are also millions of child widows, whose fate 


‘is far worse than that of the married babies whose 


husbands are living. I shall write of them farther on 
in this letter. | 


Marriages in India are always arranged by the parents. 
They are a matter of bargain and sale, and the father 
of the boy gets the money. At present the price has 
risen, and one of the native newspapers is demanding 
that the parents of boys come down on the dowries they 
ask for their sons. They say that the parents of the 
brides cannot stand the charges, and that the extor- 
tions are a disgrace to the country. Every Indian 
father is anxious to marry off his daughters, and, ac- 
cording to the Hindoo religion, he will be punished if 
he does not. A ‘whose daughter becomes an old 
maid must expect spend a million years in hell for 
that crime. He will be disgraced while he lives and 
sneered at by his fellows. As a result of this belief 
girls are often betrothed in their cradles. They are 
married as soon as they are able to walk, and are old 


women at the ages our girls become wives. Indeed,

there are but few females in India who are not wives 
or widows by the time they reach 14 years of age. 


One of the native states recently passed a law pro- 
hibiting the marriage of girls under 8 and forbidding 
men of over 50 to wed girls under 14. The baby mar- 
riages are usually little more than engagements or con- 
tracts which cannot be broken. When the wedding 
ceremony is over, the little bride is taken back home 
and she stays there until she is 8, 10 or 12 years of age, 
when she must live with her husband. : 


There is little race suicide in India. The people want 
children. They marry for that purpose, and the more 
they have the better they like it. A woman who has 
no children is a curse to the family, and she who does 
not bear a son is considered a failure. The marriages 
are at such an age that there are thousands of moth- 
ers of 12 and 13, and there are some little mothers of 
11 or 10. There are 25-year-old grandmothers, and I 
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about 60,000,000 


that there are half t 


have heard of great-great-grandmothers at 48 years of 
age. The country is .thickly inhabited. It grows 
greater every year, and there are 40,000,000 more people 
here now than there were in 1880, the average increase 
being 13 per cent. every year. 


Girls Not Wanted. 


Indeed, the condition of women in India is such that 
no parent wants to bring a daughter into the world. 
He knows she will be a slave as a wife and an out- 
cast as a widow. For this reason infanticide was 
common a few years ago, and for the same reason it 


is still practiced here and there away from the eyes of 


the police. I hear it whispered that girl babies are 
strangled and that poison is sometimes laid on their 
mother’s breasts so that when they suck they eat no 
more. The poisoning of them with opium was com- 
mon in the past, and it is mentioned by old writers. 
About twenty or thirty years ago the government 
passed an infanticide act, and at that time investiga- 
ted conditions. It was found that in certain localities 


hundreds of children were annually carried off by | 


wolves and, strange to say, the wolves took only girls. 
In the year 1870, 300 girl babies were stolen by wolves 
from the city of Amritsar. Before that the wells of 
some parts of India were polluted by the drowning of 
infants, and typhoid was common thereby. 

One of the worst things that can happen to these 
baby brides is to be married to old men. This is not 
uncommon, a family often being glad to make a union 
with a higher caste, even if the husband be gray. In 
such cases widowhood is almost sure to come early, 
and in India to be widowed is hell. 


India’s Baby Widows, 


Of all the women on earth there is none whose mis- | 


ery is so great as that of the widow of India. The 
moment her husband dies she becomes an outcast, her 
touch is pollution, and she is the slave of the family. 
She must take off her good clothing and dress in coarse 
cottons. Her head must be shaved and she cannot 
bathe as the rest of the family do. She must not sleep 
on a bed, but on the bare floor with nothing but a piece 
of matting between her and the bricks. She cannot eat 
with the family, and must have but one meal a day, 
and that of the coarsest food. She must fast every two 
weeks with special fasts now and then, the idea being 
that the more she is tormented the greater will be the 
happiness of her husband in heaven. She must not al- 
low her shadow to fall upon the food or drink of the 
rest of the family, and all told she is worse than a leper. 
She will bring bad luck to any one who meets her, and 
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read and write. The officials tell me that only about 23 
per cent. of the boys of school age go to school and 
less than 3 per cent. of the girls. 

One of the crying needs of this country is medical at- 
tendance, and especially doctors for women. Lady 
Dufferin started a movement of this kind and Lady 
Curzon aided in carrying it on. The customs and 
easte distinctions of India are such that only woman 
doctors can treat the native women, and the great need 
is lady missionaries who have good medical educ&- 
tions. The first female doctor came in 1870, and there 
are now many. There are, however, a half-million 
villages and towns which have no resident physicians, 
and the women as a rule have practically no efficient 
medical attendance.

5 SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR THE BNN 
FIT OF THE ECONOMICAL.

O many a tired man and woman comes the envious 
wish: “Oh, if we could only go camping this sum- 
mer!” and with the very next breath goes a long- 
drawn sigh: “Well, we don’t know how to camp, and 


we can’t afford it anyway, and if it should rain, oh dear 


me!“ Don't run away with the idea that it is expen- 
sive; sure, you can make it expensive, but there is 
no real need to do so. Make up your mind to do a lit- 
tle work yourself, less than half as much as is needed 
at home, and see to it that the others do their share— 
no more—and adapt yourself, without making life a 
burden to yourself and your party, and my word for it 
you will have a delightful time, and vote camping-out 
a success. | 

First make up your mind where to go. There is no 
occasion to spend a whole lot of money on transporta- 
tion; there is nothing that perishes with the using like 
a railroad ticket. There are plenty of good camping 
places not far away from every reader of this article. 

A tent is not hard to get; buy one if you can afford 
to; it is a good investment to have at hand any time of 
the year out here in California. If you can’t see your 
way clear to have one of your own, it is no trouble to 
rent one, if you can’t borrow one from some friend, 
and what's the good of a friend anyhow if you can’t 
“work him?” Have that tent at least 14x16, as you 
value your summer comfort. Don’t let anybody make 
you think a smaller one will do; it may do, but you will 
bless the day you took the larger one, my word for it. 
Be sure to get a fly for your tent; it keeps off the rain 


Lor the heat, and you can use it for a porch extension on 


occasion. See to it that you have plenty of tent pegs, 
and then take some more. You may think you won't 


know how to put up a tent, but if you don’t know that 


much you had really better stay in town and sleep in 
the woodshed. The wise camper takes with him a cou- 
ple of hundred feet of rope, about the size of clothes 
line. It comes mighty handy, if he never uses it, and 
if you want to, it is a comfort to have along a rug or 
two or some pieces of old carpet to spread down on the 
ground inside the tent. As you value your life don't 
make the mistake of pulling the tent ropes tight and 
snug; it makes it look nice, but when things get damp 
things of the sort shrink like all possessed, and some- 
thing will have to give way, and if it so happens that 
it be the tent, there is calamity and woe. 

Look about and select a dry knoll in preference to a 


low or hollow spot, so that your floor inside will always’ 


be dry. Of course the tent must be pitched near water; 
a spring or stream or lake is preferable. Certainly it 
must be in the shade as much as possible out here in 
California, for a tent gets mighty hot in the glare of 
the sun. Be sure to look up and see that there are no 
dead limbs to fall down and make disaster for you. If 
you can, set up your summer camp near a farmhouse 
and make yourself solid with the folks. Milk, butter 
and fresh eggs are very agreeable articles of diet when 
camping. 

Take knives, forks and spoons along for each one of 
your party, and I am supposing it to consist of both 
grown-ups and children. Don't let any one delude you 
into living off of tin plates or wooden abominations; 
good ordinary white tableware is what you want; it’s 
easily transported, is easily cleaned, and always looks 
well. Let me advise you to take rather more than you 
think you will need. You will need a large ax or hand 
hatchet, and if you will take your wood saw to pieces 
and drop it into the trunk you will thank me for the 
suggestion. 

As to what you shall eat and wherewithal you shall 
be clothed. I take it that your outing is for a change 
and for rest. There is no need to live like a savage; 
all sorts of theats and vegetables can be cooked out of 
doors, and should be when camping; boiled, broiled and 
fried, and a little bit of a fire in a hole in the ground 
will do it all. Salt pork and bacon acquire a richness 
and flavor when cooked over an open fire that makes 
a dish fit for a king. Fish and fresh meats should be 
broiled on or over glowing coals. 5 

An iron pot, not too big, a covered tin bucket, a long- 
handle! steel skillet, a long-handled fork, ditto spoon, 
a wire broiler, a tin cup, a tin coffee pot, and as you 
value your everlasting joy be sure to take along a cov- 
ered fireproof jar to bake the beans in. Those are about 
all the cooking utensils you will really need. A tubu- 
lar lantern comes in handy, and let me say that if you 
will burn it all night you may be glad of the telling; 


|} you may never need it all the season through, and then 


happy. Just bet and me, down in one corner 
snuggle away a bottle of your favorite medicine. It 
may save your life. Who knows? 

As ice or ice chests are not likely to be convenient, 
dig a hole near your camp fire and put a box in it if 
you have one—if not no great loss—and put your butter 
and milk and such other vegetables as you choose in 
there and cover them up with leafy brush; they’ll keep 
all right until you want them. A good alcohol stove 
might be a good thing to have along, not one of those 
little fool things made for curling tongs, but a real 
thing of its kind. An oil stove is a vile nuisance, but a 
good gasoline stove is all right, but let me beg of you 
not to have it in the tent under any consideration; put 
it in a big box outside somewhere, and use it as little 
as possible. If you will make your camp fire under a 
dense tree you will be glad, for there is the shade, and 
if it should happen to rain the leaves will shed off the 
water to a degree you would never think: and a little 
fire is the thing, not a big one. A Japanese or a palm- 
leaf fan is convenient to freshen up the coals, and it 
takes very little room in the trunk. : 

Camp stools are pleasant to have, but they are not 
necessary, but hammocks are the very thing to have 
there in the woods, and a home-made barrel-stave af- 
fair of the sort is the king of its kind. A handful of 
nails, some screw hooks, and a claw hammer will de- 
light your soul, if you have them along, and as you 
value your happiness for the trip, don’t forget the can 
opener or the whetstone. Of course you won't neglect 
so great a matter as a few buttons, some needles and 
thread, and a little bundle of toothpicks. You may be 
able to strike fire out of a stone or by rubbing two 
sticks together, but the Diamond Match Company has 
simplified matters in that direction for you. 


As to clothing—old shoes, old shoes, and I say it again, 


old shoes, old hats, caps and clothes, not necessarily 
ragged ones, but ragged clothes are no disgrace when 
camping. Some good clothes of course for Sundays 
and visiting. I hardly need say anything about soap 
and towels and a little mirror. 

You ought to have plenty of time to read your favor- 
ite author or the last new thing in print that tickles 


your fancy. If you have room for a camera, don't leave 


it at home. 

Now everything I have mentioned here except the 
tent bundle and poles, can be packed in three ordinary 
trunks. Of course if you feel that you must sleep on 
cots or bedsteads, they are so much more bulk, but they 
are far from being necessary. A cot isn’t half as good 
a sleeping-place as is the ground, with just a bundle of 
hay or grass under you. Leaving out the cost of your 
permanent outfit and the cost of transportation, you 
can have a first-class vacation at a cost of not over 75 
cents a day for each member of your party; anything 
above that is superfluous. : 

How does this sound for a bill of fare right in the 
woods, without a stove? Breakfast—Browned potatoes, 
bacon, fried eggs, cream toast, coffee, bread and butter 
and water cress. Dinner (We have dinner in the 
woods at noon)—Roast potatoes, pot roast of beef and 
brown gravy, string beans with cream gravy, cucumbers, 
celery, mixed crackers and canned pears. Supper— 
Baked beans, cold sliced beef, bread and butter, cocoa, 
canned cherries, and cakes. And that wasn’t all the 
variety by any means, for this was not an imaginary 
menu, but what we actually had, only more. Our table 
Was set out of doors under some trees, and when the 
meal was served with neat white cloth and the few 
necessary dishes, with the delicious outdoor cooking, 
and we sat down in the quiet of those woods, the ex- 
quisite tracery of light and shadow, of leaf, and gray 
tree, the silence broken only by the call of a distant 
bird, or the crackling of a broken twig, we could but 
feel that heaven was nearer, with our loved ones in its 
keeping, and trouble and weariness farther away.

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The New Bureau of Mines. 
MINER as WELL AS FARMER TO BE 
LOOKED AFTER.

o help make our most dangerous occupation a 
safe means of livelihood; to help reduce our prodi- 
- gal mineral waste including a quarter billion tons 


of coal a year; to employ trained specialists who will 


keep small indvidual mine owners as much abreast of 


the times as wealthy mining corporations; to help pro- | 
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tect adjacent property from poisonous mine fumes; to 
learn the nearest points where the government can get 
bricks, stone, tile, lime, cement and other mineral ma- 
terials for its buildings: to find out what building ma- 
terials are really fireproof—in short, to do for the miner 
and for all interested in mineral products what the 
Department of Agriculture does for the farmer and 
for all concerned in agricultural products. 


Such are the functions of the brand-new Bureau of 
Mines which, within less than three weeks—or on July 
1—will open its doors in Washington and take its rank 
with such of its sister bureaus of the great Depart- 
ment of the Interior as the Patent Office, Pension Office, 
General Land Office and Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

The new bureau affects the whole country. All of our 
forty-nine States have mineral products entering into 
commerce, and the total production averages $40,000,000 
yearly for each State and Territory. The people of ev- 
ery State are interested in the mineral industry as 
consumers. Only three States have a mineral produc- 
tion yielding less than a million a year, and the fuel 
bill is something that concerns every householder, that 


of the country as a whole being a billion and a half 


dollars a year. 
Three million men, equaling the population of the 


-great State of Massachusetts, and all connected with 


the mining, handling and treatment of mineral prod- 
ucts, will benefit by the new bureau. These men con- 
tribute two billions annually to the national wealth, 
and their industry is increasing faster than our popu- 
lation. We are the last of the great mining countries 
to see the necessity of such a government institution. 


Dead, Maimed, Widows and Orphans. 


How eight to ten thousand of our miners are now be- 
ing killed and injured every year has been told over 
and over in the papers and magazines. This annual 
havoc equals the mowing down of ten to a dozen regi- 
ments of soldiers. In five years more than a regiment 
has been killed outright in the Pennsylvania coal 
mines alone. During the past twenty years these black 


coal mines of ours have killed 30,000 men, injured 100,- 


000 others, made 11,000 widows and 30,000 orphans. 
Recent statistics also indicate that metal mining is ev- 
ery bit as d-ngerous as coal. Raflroating used to be 
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Ignorance is back of this awful casualty roll. Thus, 
there is many a miner who does pot understand the en- 
plosive powers of coal dust and*fire damp. And very 


few of these underground toilers there are Who know | 


how to select a really safe “safety lamp” or a safe ex- 
plosive for blasts. Some miners, exposed to suffocating 
gases, have ripped off their oxygen helmets from fear 
that they were smothering in them, and very few have 
had any knowledge of the proper use of these and other 
rescue apparatus. 

A free school for teaching all such needed knowledge 
will be a part of the new Bureau of Mines. Its build- 


ings—in Pittsburgh, the heart of the mining industry— 
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are already erected. It is easier for miners to come 
there than to the bureau’s headquarters, in Washing- 
ton. 

Sham mine explosions will be created for the instruc- 
tion of miners attending the new school. The appara- 
tus provided for this purpose is an “explosives gallery” 


—a great horizontal tube of boiler plate 100 feet long 


and wide enough for a man to walk through it without 
bumping his head. Across the open end of this tube 
is placed a drumhead of heavy paper and the inside is 
next filled with firedamp or coal dust which electric 
fans thoroughly mix with air until they are of the same 
constituency as when ordinarily found in a mine. The 
drumhead keeps the gas or dusty air from escaping, and 
at the other end of the tube is a twelve-foot cube of 
reinforced concrete holding a mortar aimed right down 
the tube and loaded with one of the explosives com- 
monly used in mines. A wire connects this mortar 
with a key from which it may be fired at a distance, 
and parallel with the big cylinder, but sixty feet away, 
is the observation-house. 


Watching at the Peephole. 


A long peephole extends along the rear wall of this 
house, and a row Mt miners line up inside with their 
faces to it. Plate glass a half-inch thick protects their 
eyes, and a shield outside the building is so directed 
that the vision of the men is directly on a line with 
the long cylinder stretched along the ground. 

Every eye being glued to this slit in the observation- 
house wall, a button is pressed, the mortar is fired and 
the coal dust, or fire damp, in the gallery explodes with 
a loud report. There are sixteen portholes along the 
side of the cylinder, and the miners are told to note 
by these how the blaze of the explosion progresses along 
the tube from the mortar to that covered with the pa- 
per drumhead. The explosion, of course, blows the pa- 
per out and at the same time sixteen iron doors to a 
row of openings along the top of the cylinder fly up on 
their hinges. These doors and the drumhead, of course, 
save the entire plant from being totally wrecked by the 
explosion. As it is, smoke pours out of the tube and 
there is a loud detonation. 

This test will give many miners their first demon- 
stration of the fact that coal dust is highly explosive 
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resources, whose conservation the Bureau of Mines 
will study, can be ther increased nor reproduced, so

Enlightened Duesseldorf. 


Duesseldorf is the center of the great mining and iron | 


districts of Westphalia, but in spite of the nature of 
the work which goes on all round it it has none of 
the characteristics of an English manufacturing town. 

It is not necessary here to give any detailed descrip- 
tion of the city. It has a reputation all over Europe 
for enlightened municipal government, and it is, in 
fact, one of the show places of modern Germany. 
Broad boulevards radiate from the Central Platz, which 
are edged with magnificent shops and buildings, and 
municipal ownership is carried to its fullest develop- 
ment. The whole town is a monument to what Ger- 
man thoroughness can do. 

It forms a convenient center for the whole of the 
Ruhr coal and iron district. A few miles to the north 
lies Duisburg, which, with its sister town of Ruhrort. 
forms a busy hive, where ironstone is transformed 
into steel in all forms. At night the sky glows with 
the glare of countless furnaces, while the headgears of 
the coal mines whirl round as they bring to bank the 
loaded corves. In the near distance are Essen, Dort- 
mund, Elberfeld, and Solingen, while across the Rhine 
lies Crefeld. Electric tramways traverse the whole of 
the district. | 

Although 200 miles from the sea Duisburg has all 
the characteristics of a great inland port, and the 
Rhine is crowded with steamers and lighters, and long 
rafts made up of wood from the Black Forest, which 
float down the stream. In making use of their inland 
waterways the Germans teach us a lesson which we 
might well lay to heart.— [Duesseldorf correspondence 
London Daily Chronicle.

O American eyes, Aylesford, a quiet Kentish vil- 
lage lying under the chalk hills near Maidstone, 
is venerable enough. The church with its square 
embattled tower, the gabled houses, more particularly 
the gray stone bridge, narrow of arch and low of 
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parapet, all these are eloquent of the days when the 


pilgrims from Southern England crossed the Medway 
here on their journey to Becket’s shrine. 
Beyond the river a mile nearer Canterbury stands a 
memorial of times more remote by a thousand years 
than the last of the pilgrimages. Three upright slabs 


of unhewn sandstone, capped by a fourth w .ch meas- 


ures twelve feet in length, inclose a space of some eight 
feet square. The country people call it “Kit’s Coty 
House.” 
When London was the town of King Lud, tradition 
says there were giants in the land. In the Guildhall of 


the modern city you can see the gigantic figures of Gog Jerome, “why should we quit each other? 


appeared but Kit's Coty House. So the British prince’s 
tomb has become the sole memorial of the first triumph 


of the Teuton. It is the earliest of English monuments.

and Magog, two mighty men of old. And this stone 
chamber, one might fancy, was built long ago by a 
British giant as a playhouse for his children. 


In cold fact, however, it is an empty tomb of ancient 
British date. All the Celtic peoples interred their 
chiefs in such chambers of unhewn stone, over which 
they heaped huge mounds of earth. In modern times 
these hillocks, covered with grass and marking per- 
haps the site of forgotten battlefields, came to be called 
“barrows.” After having remained undisturbed for 
centuries, some of these barrows were opened in 
this inquiring age in the interests of science.” The 
stone chamber within the grave, which antiquarians 
call a “dolmen,” was found to contain human remains, 
along with the ornaments and weapons of a chief. The 
dolmen in a perfect condition is a closed chamber. 


Kit's Coty House is a dolmen which has been partly 
dilapidated. The sepulcher has been opened, when or 
by whom, nobody knows; and its contents have dis- 
appeared. As late as a century and a half ago it was 
still partly covered by earth, as old letters attest. In 
the fifteenth century when the last Canterbury pilgrims 
passed this way, it must have been completely cov- 
ered, an undistinguished “grave in the woods.” Such 
is said to be the real meaning of Kit's Coty House,” 


which is but a garbled version of some ancient British 


words. 


In the course of more than a thousand years the as- 
pect of this part of Kent must have utterly changed. 
Meadows and arable fields have taken the place of the 
ancient woodland, and during this process the mound 
of soil was removed from the dolmen. But whose was 
the sepulcher which has been so rudely exposed and de- 


‘spoiled? Is it like so many others a mere nameless 


memento of some obscure tribal fight, a “battle of kites 
and crows?” or has it any significance for us? 

There is no inscription, of course, on any of the 
stones. But high authority supports the established 


tradition that here was buried Catigern, the British | 


chief who fell, fighting against Hengist the invader at 
the Battle of Aylesford in 455 A.D. 


“With the landing of Hengist’s war band,” wrote 
John Ric Green, “English history begins.” The 
passage of the Medway at Aylesford was the first vic- 
tory won over the Britons by the foreigners. To Heng- 
ist and his warriors this meant the first step in the 
winning of Kent. But, looking down the long per- 
spective of more than a thousand years, we see in it 
the first move in the expansion westward of the Anglo 
Saxon tribes, an expansion that was destined to be 
earried forward by their descendants into countries as 
yet unknown. 


‘The name of Horsa, Hengist’s kinsman and fellow- 
leader who was killed in the fight, survives in Horstead, 
where perhaps he was buried. The white horse, which 
was Hengist’s totem, is now the heraldic emblem of 


the English county of Kent. Whatever monuments of |

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Weather in the Forests. 


By a Special Contributor. 

WO branches of the government, the Forest Serv- 

ice and the Weather Bureau, are codperating in a 

new enterprise—namely, the establishment of a se- 
ries of forest experiment stations. The first of these 
was started recently in Arizona, in the Coconino Na- 
tional Forest, and others will be placed on a working 
basis during the coming year. 

At these stations it is proposed, among other things, 
to make a systematic study of the effect of a forest 
cover upon rainfall, temperature, wind velocity, and 
evaporation. This is where the work of the Weather 
Bureau comes in; and, in order to render the observa- 
tions as complete as possible, the requisite instruments 


will be set up inside the forest, outside of the forest, |

{| side in the open park. This seems to be' due partly to 


the fact that the air in the forest is more humid, and 
therefore cannot take up so much moisture. But the 
principal reason is that the trees interfere with the 
movement of the wind, which, when it blows across the 
open spaces, takes up moisture with great rapidity. 
This, in fact, is one of the chief reasons why trees do 
not grow in the “parks,” where the wind dries up the 
young seedlings. The latter, on the other hand, find 
protection in the forest against the drying effect of the 
wind, and benefit by the greater humidity of the at- 
mosphere. 

The puzzle of the “parks” is further explained by 
the fact that the forest cover modifies frost. On clear 
nights the temperature under the cover of the branches 
is several degrees higher than that of the near-by open 


place. This is due in part to interference by the tree 
crowns with radiation of heat from the earth: but an- 
other important consideration involved is that the air 


is comparatively still. Observations at the Coconino 
station have shown that wind movement is twice 
great in the forest as outside of it. : 
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and on the edge of the forest—thus giving opportunity 
for comparison. 

This has already been done at the Coconino station, 
situated eight miles northwest of the town of Flagstaff, 
in the midst of a belt of forest, from forty to 100 miles 
wide, which extends from north Central Arizona south- 
east for a distance of 250 miles into New Mexico. The 
territory is an extensive plateau, with numerous moun- 
tain peaks. 

Seattered about in 
spaces, grassy and treeless, which are known as “parks.” 
One of these, two and a half miles long and a mile and 
a half wide, has been chosen as a suitable location for 
the station. It offers an opportunity for making com- 
parativé observations in the forest, along the edge 
thereof, and outside. Three miles to the northeast of 
this “park” begin the steep slopes of the San Fran- 
cisco Mountain, which rises to the height of a mile 
above the surrounding plains. | 

Among the objects in view is that of finding out why 
trees do not grow in the “park.” It is Wesired also to 
determine the atmospheric conditions to which the 
young seedling trees are exposed—especially with a 
view to artificial planting: for which latter reason, the 
instruments are placed near the ground. In some in- 
stances self-registering thermometers are . placed in 
wooden boxes, which are temporarily attached to trees 
and fences. 

One of the most interesting observations is made 
with the aid of a contrivance called an “evaporation 
pan,” which is a circular tank twelve inches high and four 
feet in diameter, filled with water. Every day the level 
of the water in the pan, which stands on the ground, 
is measured, and the loss by evaporation computed— 
allowing, of course, for the amount of rainfall, if any. 

It is found that the evaporation in the forest, at the 
Coconino station, Is only 70 per cent. of what it is out-

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the influence of forest cover on local tie condition, 
wind-measuring instruments and rain gauges are set 
up and connected with an automatic recording device, 
which gives a continuous record of wind movement, 
wind direction, and rainfall. These are supplemented 
by the evaporation pans already described, by maxi- 
mum and minimum thermometers, and by the use of a 
contrivance called a “psychrometer,” for determining 
the per cent. of moisture in the air. 


By these means it has been found that the tempera- 
ture of the air in the forest has a less daily range, and 
less pronounced fluctuations, than outside. The changes 
from extreme to extreme are more gradual, and the 
maximum temperature is lower and the minimum 
higher. That is to say, the thermometer does not go 
either so low or so high. In a word, the climate of the 
forest is less severe, more equable, and more humid. 

It is proposed to have at least one main experiment 
station in each of the great forested regions of the 
West, and eventually also in the East, in the white 
pine region, the Appalachian hardwood region, and the 
southern pine region. Each of these regions has its own 
peculiar forest problems, which the experts attached to 
the loca) station will be called upon to solve. 


Thus, for example, in the white-pine region of West- 


| ern Montana and Northern Idaho the main problem is 
the perpetuation of the valuable white pine: in the | 


northern and southern pine regions of the Rocky Moun- 
tains the treatment of the “lodgepole” pine is of prime 
importance; in the Southwest the reproduction of yel- 
low pine is the great silvicultural problem, and in Ore- 
gon and Washington the Douglas fir is the species that 
claims most attention. |

a 8 HE roll and pitch of the boat had become a thing 
so habitually expected that the stopping of all mo- 
tion immediately awoke me. Twelve days of sea 
‘voyage had made me long for the touch of terra firma 
“as twelve days of darkness might make one long for the 
Sunlight. I climbed from my berth ahd looked out. 
Here it was! The good solid land at last, the long, 
moon-shaped strip of white beach girthing the bay, the 
cocoanut trees towering high into the air, and perhaps 
a quarter of a mile back from the shore the rugged 
mountainettes rising abruptly to an elevation of some 
2000 feet. The hills and the little strip of level coast 
land were green, green until it almost dazed the eyes, 
green as it is seldom seen even during the winter months 

in California. 

It was a matter of only a few minutes to dress and 
get on deck, but it was a matter for long and serious 
contemplation when I discovered that in Tahiti break- 
fast, or more correctly, dejeuner, is not served until 11

o'clock. Naturally my American-bred stomach rebelled 
at such a prospect, but I soon discovered that it is not 
such a bad custom in a tropical climate, and that a cup 
of coffee and a few bananas or some mango fruit at 5 
in the morning is quite sufficient if not too much food. 


. ‘The sun was still an hour from rising when I stepped 
from the gangplank amid the hurry and bustle of the 
wharves. There seemed to be at least a couple of hun- 
dred natives pushing trucks from the ship to the freight 
sheds, none of them content with the easy amble of 
American stevedores, but running as if their lives de- 
pended upon their speed. But upon their faces there 
was no expression “of life-and-death problems. They 
were laughing and grinning and calling, in their queer 
Kanaka language, jokes to one another as they passed 
and repassed. And it may as well be said here that 
Tahitians never work. True, in our own interpretation, 
as I looked upon this hustling throng of bronze-skinned 
men they were working with all the frenzy of Alaskan 
salmon fishers, but it was not work to them; it was 
play; and if for one moment they had thought they 
were laboring, town would have dropped the trucks 
and your Kanakas would have strolled off to the shade 
of the nearest tree, squatted upon the ground and leis- 
urely gone to smoking cigarettes. But now they did 

not in the least suspect that Fey were working, and so 
with feverish rapidity sacks of potatoes, crates of on- 
ions, sacks of flour and tins of fancy biscuits were be- 
ing belched forth from the hold of the ship, later to be 
replaced by tons of cured cocoanut meat, bunches of 
bananas by the hundred, and a comparatively few crates 
of alligator pears, a fruit which is more scorned than 
esteemed in Tahiti, but is generally considered a great 
luxury in California. And there seems to be little rea- 
son why the alligator pear should not grow in the south- 
ern parts of California, especially where it is entirely 
free from frost and there is plenty of water. 

i soon made my way through the army of sweating, 
half-clothed natives (the native dress is generally a 
straw hat and a pair of linen trousers, feet bare, and 
sometimes, especially farther inland, the men wear 
nothing but a bright red cloth wrapped as a kilt about 
the loins.) and made my way up an absurdly narrow 
street, which more nearly resembled an alley, toward the 
market-place. The stores were of wood and invariably 
roofed with corrugated iron, as indeed are all of the 
buildings in Tahiti, a method, one would think, of in- 


w tensifying the heat of a tropical sun, but they say not. 


And nine out of ten stores are run by Chinese, and nine 
out of ten saloons are tended, English fashion, by 
women. The liquor question, and indeed the Chinese 
question, are of a very serious nature to the French 
authorities, for liquor seems to be entirely degenerat- 
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shoulders and say: “Ah, well, tomorrow. we will fix 
these things.” So the menace has gone on for years, 
constantly becoming more serious. But the Chinese, 
and the question of liquor were abruptly shifted from 
mind once I was in sight of the market-place. 


It was only a little after 4 o’clock, but the place was 
thronging with men, women and children. Here were 
the famous beauties of the South Sea, dressed in long 
flowing gowns, draped from the shoulder, their black 
hair falling down to their waists in heavy braids, and 
their eyes—ah,; such eyes! There are to be heard on 
all sides stories of many a foreigner who has been lured 
to spend his life in the sweltering heat of Tahiti be- 
cause of those-eyes. And the eyes are really the only 
attractive feature of the native Tahitienne, but alone 
they are able to charm the average foreigner despite 
the rather flat nose and almost Mongolian complexion, 
and the strong tendency toward corpulency after the 
twenty-fifth year. 
see a Frenchman or an Englishman dressed in his suit 
of immaculate white duck with a Kanaka wife and a 
large family of little bronze-skinned children. Gener- 
ally few men are to be seen at marketing time, for it 
is the women who vend the articles of food and who 
buy them. Squatting about a square garden of shrubs 
and flowers and in the midst a fountain were some fifty 


or sixty women, and in front of them was their stock 
in trade, laid out upon great green leaves, and consist- 
ing of twenty varieties of fish, and about the same num- 
ber of fruit. Meat is a thing seldom eaten by the na- 
tives, whose diet consists principally of raw fish dipped 
in cocoanut milk, and bread fruit, which is said to be 
even more nutritious than our own flour-made bread. 
Chattering half in French and half in the native vowel 
language the women closed their bargains, and bargains 
of the rarest kind they were, at least from the Ameri- 
can standpoint.

So profuse 
and wanton is nature in its luxuriance and productive- 
ness that the native has merely to step into his grace- 
ful catamaran, paddle a few hundred feet from the shore, 
drop his line overboard and in a few minutes he is sup- 
plied with fish for two days; and while the master of 
the household is thus employed, the children will go 
out, climb nimbly up the smooth trunk of the nearest 
cocoanut tree, perhaps to a height of fifty feet, and in 
the twinkling of an eye they have gathered an ample 
supply of meat and drink. There is most likely a bread- 
fruit tree near the house, and if not that there is surely 
a mango or papayo, and any of these things are to be 
had for.the taking. And thus it is the natives live. 
They do not work, that is unless a ship happens to be 
in port, and that is not work; it is fun. They spend 
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the days dreaming, talking, singing and making love. 


I walked on through the market, through the clatter 
of many voices, through the throng of many women, 
and found myself finaly on the Rue de Matin, a nar- 
row little street, entirely deserted, though it was only 
a step from the crowded market-place. In front of 
each house was a pile of rubbish and garbage with per- 
haps a stray dog picking it over in search of food. 
Occasionally a little black figure, entirely naked, would 
appear from around the corner of a house to stare at a 
stranger in serge clothes.

pulsive-looking women and children, who poke holes in 
the olled paper that they may look at you. Sometimes 
there is no window, but the curiosity of a Persian peas- 
ant will not be baffled by that. If there is none, there 
will perhaps be a hole in the roof for the escape of 
smoke. When you think yourself quite alone and un- 
observed, you will be startled by a noise above you. 
Looking up, you will see one or more heads thrust 
through the opening, according to its size. 


It is in these remote villages, of course, that the trav- 
eler meets with the densest ignorance and the greatest 
fanaticism, and also with the most pathetic incidents. 
An American missionary of my acquaintance was al- 
most driven from an Armenian village because he said 
that Christ was a Jew, not an Armenian. The same man 
with difficulty escaped trouble in a Mohammedan vil- 
lage because an earthquake, which occurred the night 
after his arrival, was attributed to his influence. On my 
first journey in the country I was much impressed by a 
foriorn-looking woman who begged for a written prayer 
that her husband might love her, and that he might not 
take another wife. 


It is in these villages, also, that we give as well as 
receive the most amusement. A foreign woman riding 
a side saddle always excites remark, frequently excites 
laughter, but rarely calls forth admiration. “Why do 
you pin up your hair with forks?” “Why do you wear 
a basket on your head?” “Khanum, you've left your 
shoe in the saddle.“ “Poor thing, she has only one 
leg!” These are some of the remarks which she will 
hear. 

Yet I am convinced that the Persian peasant is supe- 
rior to the Russian peasant. 


peasants from all over the Czar’s dominions, and of go- 
ing with them through the catacombs of that city. It 
was an occasion to stir the/blood of any one who be- 
lieved as those people did, yet the stolidity of counte- 
mance which we remarked when we saw those pilgrims 
on the street did not give way for one instant as they 
marched through the catacombs, kissing the hands, the 
feet, and the breast, of the many saints buried there. 


In the matter of persona] cleanliness the Persian 
peasant is far superior to the Russian. The Russian 
peasant, it has been said, has but two baths in his life; 
one when he is born, the ofher when he dies. He is a 
dirty fellow, proverbially and actually, while the Per- 
sian, dirty enough as he sometimes seems, at least con- 
siders his public vapor bath a necessity every two 
weeks. In the accompanying picture of a Persian peas- 
ant woman and her baby, the woman is a good repre- 
sentative of the better class of peasants—strong, sturdy, 
independent, kindly, and intelligent. | 


There are in the land of the Shah a few well-traveled 
roads over which pilgrims pass to the various holy 
shrines, and along which endless processions of camels 
and mules convey merchandise. Upon these roads cara- 
vanserais are found. Caravanserai means the place of 
the caravan. Although the word is Persian, it is not 
sO much used in Persia as is the word which means 
guest house. But truly you do not feel much like a 
guest in a Persian caravanserai. In the old English 
inn the signboard with the words: “Accommodation 
man and beast” creaked forth its cheery welcome; 
the Persian inn there is usually provender for the 
beast, man finds only a bare room. First the room 
thoroughly cleaned, then a carpet must be 
over the earthen floor. This carpet, together 
with bed and bedding, dishes and cooking utensils, 
must be carried with him by the traveler. Should he 
indulge in the luxury of chairs, table, and table linen, 
these, also, must form part of his luggage; and in some 
parts of the country it is necessary to carry every par- 


ticle of food that will be consumed on the journey. I 


never heard a more doleful view of life than that con- 


| veyed to me by the words of Omar Khayyam, the pes- 


simist, who in the Labatyat compares life to “a bat- 
tered caravanserai.” 
A few years ago an effort was made to establish a 
Buropean hotel at the junction of the two most-traveled 
roads of Persia. Each room of this hotel contained 
some articles that I, at least, have never found in any 
hotel in either Europe or America. Among them were 
a nightcap, a hair brush, and a tooth brush. Perhaps 
it was on account of this extravagance that the scheme 
failed. An American missionary, as he was leaving 
this hotel one morning, was asked by a servant what he 
had done with the hotel hair brush. I am sorry that I 
cannot show you a photograph of this dignfied man in 
clerical attire, who, with his wife and children, was 
prevented from leaving the hotel until it was ascertained 
that he had spoken the truth when he said that he 


| threw the brush under the bed to scare away a cat. 


What I have said so far refers chiefly to caravaning. 
In posting, on the other hand, you find frequent relays 
of horses. Theoretically your speed will depend on your 
Own powers of endurance. Experience shows that it 
depends on some other things as well. I know of a 
man who one morning paid for his horses in advance, 
according to the usual custom. Being an Englishman 
and fond of walking, he thought he would stroll on 
while the horses were being saddled, and let them over- 
take him. He walked sixteen miles, and then waited 
two hours before the horses appeared. 


By omitting railways from a list of the various meth- 
ods of travel, I trust I have not given the impression 
that there are no railways in Persia. There is at least 
A railway, and it is five miles long. Strangely enough, 
this road was not constructed for commercial purposes. 
It extends from the capital to the mosque of Shah Abdul 
Azim, five miles south of the city, and is patronized 
chiefly by those who make pilgrimages to that shrine. 
Before Nasir-i-Din Shah was buried there in 1898, over 


300 people made this pilgrimage annually. Since that | 


time the number has been greatly increased. This road 
pays well, but there are financial, engineering, and po- 
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litical dimeulties in the way of constructing a general 
system of railways throughout the country. 


One pleasant custom in Persia which the adoption of 
‘railroads would entirely do away with is that of meet- 
ing, at some distance from the city, friends who are 
coming to see you, and of “pouring upon the road” those 
who are taking their leave. | 


In some respects conditions are rapidly changing in 
this land whose laws and customs are said to be un- 
changing, but methods of travel, as we have seen, are 


still almost as primitive as in ancient times. The in- 


terior of the country is a tableland, and good roads 
could be constructed there with little difficulty. There 
is less demand for such roads than there would be if the 
large cities were not all situated near the boundaries of 
the country. The principal reason for the lack of good 
roads, however, is the fact that the government is too 
poor to construct them, and unfortunate experiences 
have created a lack of confidence which prevents native 
and foreign capitalists from engaging in any great en- 
On long journeys the Shah travels in much the same 
way as his subjects, though frequently a road over which 
he is to pass is put in such a condition that he can use 
a carriage. It is never kept in repair, however, and 
soon becomes impassable again for a wheeled vehicle. 
It is a significant fact that the one really good care 


rage road of any length in Persia was built by the Rus- 


asians, and extends from the Russian frontier to the Per- 
sian capital. 


Whether travel in Persia is a perpetual joy or an un- 
ending torment, depends entirely on the traveler. Of 
course this is true of all life everywhere, but it is true 
in a greater degree of life in Iran than of life in more 
civilized countries, and true of Persian travel in par- 
ticular. How delightful, for instance, not to have to 
hurry to catch a train! To know that the caravan will 
not start until you are ready! But how provoking to 
be all ready yourself and then wait several hours for 
the muleteer!. And so it goes. There are numberiess 
hardships and privations, yet there is a charm about 
oriental life and orienta] travel in partieular which 
those who have experienced it can never forget. 


Arctic Fascination. 

The sentiment of arctic travel is closely similar to 
that of Alpine climbing. Man, with supreme audacity, 
by sheer strength of will and of muscle, forces himseif 
into Nature’s reserved territory, where she shows her- 
self in her severest and most awesome moods, where no 
mere animal dares to tread, where no other living thing 
has ventured. That foreseeing, skillful creature, man, 
with well-knit muscles and well-chosen companions, 
well supplied with special foods and well-devised ropes 
and tents, and other means of defying inexorable Na- 
ture, alone of all living creatures, traverses this re- 
gion of desolation unharmed. Unabashed, he plunges 
into a wilderness of magnificent lifelessness! He does 
not succumb! He returns to tell the story to his fel- 
low-men! Even the Alpine climber who first scales 
one of the hitherto untrodden peaks of Switzerland re- 
ceives honor and admiration from those to whom he 
relates his adventure. How much more, naturally 
enough, is the interest, amounting to enthusiasm, with 
which we hear the explorer or read his book, telling of 
days and weeks, even of months, of struggle with the 
prodigious obstacles of ice and snow, in the endeavor 
to reach the remote polar regions, north or south. The 
reduction of the weight of food carried to an exact 
minimum, the similar diminutive provision of tent and 
protective covering against intolerable cold, the dally 
struggle of the monotonous march over measureless 
snow fields, the fact that each day’s progress reduces 
the probability of ever returning, excite wonder, pity, 
even horror, while the determination, foresight, and 
well-balanced calculation of means to end and of the 
dividing line between pluck and foolhardiness, fill us 
with admiration and respect for the leader.—[London 
Telegraph.

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PACIFIC PINES. 
THEY NUMBER AT LEast SEVENTEEN 
DISTINCT SPECIES. 
By Ernest. Braunton. 
UR Pacific Coast pines number seventeen distinct 
species, and some botanists make more, but George 
B. Sudworth, Dendrologist of the Forest Service, 
lists but the number stated. All pines are evergreen 
trees with needle-like leaves thickly clustered on the 
branches. Any one looking at any species of pine will 
note that the leaves are in bundles up to five, appearing 
as though each bundle was wound about the base with 


fine, dark brown thread. , 


We have one species growing throughout California 
that has but a single leaf to each so-called bundle, and

it takes its name, monophylla (one-leaf,) from this pe- 
culiarity. Three of our species have two leaves to a 
bundle: Pinus—contorta, Sabiniana, and Muricata, five 
have leaves in threes—ponderosa, Jeffreyi, Coulteri, radi- 
ata, and attenuata; one, quadrifolia, usually has four, 
and the following seven have leaves in fives: Monticola, 
Lambertiana, flexilis, albicaulis, aristata, Balfouriana, 
and Torreyana. Of course there are occasional excep- 
tions to this rule in a few species, but it is not marked 
and the amateur botanist relies heavily on these well- 
known characters. The length of leaves range from an 
inch in several species (though in some cases always 
longer) to a foot long in several, and in the Torfey pine 
are sometimes still longer. Leaves produced in a sea- 
son remain on the trees from two to eight years, largely 
according to species. | 

The fruits of pine trees are cones, and these are quite 


_ Variable in size and other distinguishing points, All are 


alike in one respect, that the cones require two years 
in which to mature, though even this rule has an ex- 
ception in ours for the Torrey pine requires three. In 
some species the cones are sometimes but one and a half 
inches long (albicaulis and contorta,) in monticola and 
flexilis they often are ten inches, in Sabiniana eleven, 
Jeffreyi twelve, Coulteri fourteen, and in P. Lambertiana, 
the sugar pine (common on our nearest mountains) they 
have been found twenty-three inches long by four inches 
at greatest diameter. In some pines the cones are as 
thick as long, so that in the Torrey pine they may be 
found approximately four by four Inches; other species 
also furnishing like examples. The largest cones, both 
dimensions considered, are those of the Coulter pine, 
and Sabiniana also has large cones. This pine the wri- 
ter has seen in Amador county, densely covered with a 
leafless mistletoe, have branches as needle-like as the 
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leaves of the pines. Pine cones are disposed in sorts of 
fashions, singly and in clusters, erect, horizontal, any 
old angle, as well as pendant. In the Sugar pine (P. 
Lambertiana) these longest of pine cones hang straight 


down. They also drop off at various times and in vari- 


ous ways, and some never drop. Cones of P. attenuata, 
one of our local species, are retained on the trees for 
many years and often so long that they are engulfed by 
the growing wood. This renders the tree unfit for lum- 
ber, as the cones are so hard they spoil the saws. Cones 
have been found inside this species that were incorpo- 
rated in the wood fifty years before. The seeds are al- 
ways good until the cone opens, and this makes the spe- 
cies a valuable one on government reserves, for often 
the fire that destroys the trees causes the cones to yield 
their seeds and a young forest crop results. 


The bark of pines is not quite so variable as the cones 
and leaves. It is generally thinnest on P. albicaulis 
(often but a quarter inch,) and thickest on P. ponderosa, 
where it ranges up to four inches deep. Heights are 


somewhat varied as albilcaulis, aristata and quadrifolia | 


will, not, under poor natural conditions, grow to more 
than fifteen feet, while Lambertiana, ponderosa and 
Jeffreyi have been found to attain to 200 or more feet. 
Pinus contorta under harsh circumstances often stops 
growth with a diameter of six inches, though sometimes 
four times as thick, while the three very tall species 
mentioned are occasionally found with a diameter of 
eight feet. In longevity our well-known Monterey pine 
(P. radiata, also known as P. insignis) ranks the lowest, 
as it often perishes in its native habitat at seventy-five 
years, and in cultivation often lives but half that num- 
ber. Some species, for example, monticola, Lambertiana, 
and ponderosa, have been determined at 500 years or up- 
ward. One other peculiarity in pines is manifest, more 


particularly to nurserymen, and that lies In the variable | 


number of leaves (seed leaves) the seedling makes when 
it first appears through the soll. The lowest number is 
four, but the two species in which this occurs (contorta 
and muricata) the normal number is five, and in Bal- 
fouriana they are always five. From this number they 
range upward to 12-14 in Torreyana, 12-15 in Lamberti- 
ana, and 15 generally, though often 16 in Sabiniana. 
The greatest range probably occurs in Coulteri, where 
they vary in number from 9 fo 14. Other points of in- 
terest which could be taken up is the number of years 
each species retains its cones and leaves and how differ- 
ently the former fall apart; also the general appearance 
of the cones, the curious and different scales of which 
the cones are composed, the variable seeds, and quite 
important, the native range of each species, but to note 
all of interest would require a complete number of the 
Magazine section. 


ROM the northern line of our country, Duluth, Minn., 
for instance, down to the end of the Florida Keys, is 
found the greatest range of climate and vegetation pos- 
sessed by any single nation.

We have in 
California one native palm, which has also been found 
across the Colorado River in Arizona, the Washingtonia 
filifera. The Mexican palmetto (Sabal Mexicana) is the 
one found in Texas. In the southeastern part of our 
country they are rich in palms, possessing half a dozen 
species, nearly all confined to Florida and many of them 
rather inconspicuous. | 
The Pseudophoenix, named for Prof. C. 8. Sargent, 
and the Serenoa, named for Prof. Sereno Watson, are of 
little horticultural value, and grow naturally where but 
few people will ever see them .The natural habitat of 
the Royal Palm of Florida (Roystonea Floridana) is 
such that not many visitors to that section of our coun- 
try see it except in parks and gardens. It is not the 
same species that grows in the West Indies, which latter 
is Oreodoxa regia. The height of the Florida palm is 
nearly twice that of the West Indian species. Two spe- 
cies of Thrinax also grow on the Florida Keys, T. parvi- 
flora, the Silk-top Palmetto, and T. microcarpa, the 
Silver-top Palmetto. The universal palm of that corner 
of the United States is the Cabbage Palmetto (Sabal pal- 
metto,) which grows on both east and west coasts of 
Florida, and northward to North Carolina. 


This gives us eight species of native palms.

By breeding only to the larg- 
est males and females, something would certainly be 
accomplished in the way of an increase in weight of 
carcass. A bird that would dress at from 10 to 12 
pounds would find a sale for the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas markets. Since California imports many 
carloads of poultry products every year, the exploita-

California; at about the same time the Light and Dark 


Brahma was a feature of the landscape. But where are 
their followers today? In merit both breeds possess , 


the same charm and economic value that they did ten 
years ago; nor are they of less importance as all-pur- 
pose breeds than many sorts which are now bred exten- 
sively. The Black Javas and Dominiques, forerunners 
of the popular Barred Rocks, are now almost obsolete, 
though at one time possessed of no mean popularity. Of 
late, the old Silver-laced Wyandottes seem to be out 
of favor with us, which to the writer is more than pass- 
ing strange, because a practical fowl that has long since 
won its spurs as an egg machine as well as for its choice 
careass. The Cornish fowl was popular’ here twenty 
years ago, the show of 1890 containing the largest entry 


of any breed. Then it suffered an eclipse, and for years 


was not in evidence at all. Of late it has, however, 
again come to the front, and is as strongly represented 
as any other breed in the English or oriental class. The 
predominating breeds with us at present are the Medi- 


| terranean and American classes, in which the Leghorns, 


Rocks, Wyandottes and Rhode Island Reds are in the 
lead. 

In the interest of the fancy, it could be wished that 
all the breeds represented in the American Standard of 
Perfection might find representation in the industry, so 
that our shows might present a complete picture of 
breeds and varieties, thus exciting and stimulating a 
wider public interest. Beyond standard representation, 
there are many varieties indigenous to Russia, France, 
Belgium and other countries, which would be interest- 
ing because novelties, some of which might prove valu- 
able acquisitions to the varieties we already possess. 


The Rose Comb Black Minorca. . 


In habit, color of plumage and type, the Rose Comb 
Minorca is a duplicate of the Single, excepting in shape 
of comb; there is also no marked difference in their 
economic value, being just as good layers as the Single 
Combs and quite as desirable for table purposes. The 
cock and hen shown are birds bred by the Eleanora 
Minorca Farm, the former being a first-prize cockerel 
at the late San Diego show, and the latter a blue rib- 
boner at the Los Angeles show. 


Let the Shoemaker Make Shoes. 


This is an age of specialists. With modern methods 
it has been quite well demonstrated that only under 
the most favorable circumstances is it economy for the 
poultry breeder to compound his own remedies for lice 
and mites and the general ailments to which domestic- 
ated fowl] are more or less subject. Indeed, it is even 
debatable—except on very large plants—if it is profitable 
to mix his own special poultry foods. Both operations 
imply additional facilities and appliances to his plant 
to which must, of course, be added the raw material 
bought in small lots at retail prices and his own time 
and labor consumed in the process of compounding and 
manufacturing. When these factors are allowed for, & 
is more than probable that the cost will exceed the 
price at which the already prepared article can be pur- 
chased in the open market. But there is still another 
consideration, namely, that for want of experience in 
this special work and the best methods, his home prod- 
uct will often be found inferior to the bought article. 
Especially is this true since the Federal and State pure 


| food laws have become in effective operation. 


Verily, let the shoemaker make shoes. In the face 
of countless suggestions for home-made contrivances and 
requisites, we still maintain that the time spent in caring

The Supremacy of a Breed. 


The writer confesses to some little surprise as to the 
supremacy of the White Leghorn in Northern Califor- 
nia. From the time one leaves Fresno going north, all 
other breeds are indeed conspicuous for their absence.

Of the 2,000,000 head, 97 per cent. are 
White Leghorn, Why is this? 

Let us concede all the admirable qualities claimed 
for it, and we still have other breeds equally good. The 
Minorcas, Ancovas, Brown Leghorn, Andalusians, are 
all good egg varieties, while the American breeds are 
quite as good layers and much better table fowls. No- 
where on the footstool does a breed so individualize a 
section of country as does the White Leghorn in So- 
noma county.

RAISING FROGS FOR PROFIT. 


NUMBER OF LIVE CROAKERS. 


{Philadelphia Record:] Frog farming has been car- 
ried on to some extent on many Pennsylvania estates 
in a small way for several years past. In some in- 
stances the presence of an inherited frog pond of goodly 
dimensions, where the croakers have heralded each 
spring for numberless years (and increased in num- 
bers in their congenial quarters in marshy or swampy 
farm ponds) it has not been difficult to establish a 
profitable industry by simply catching quantities of the 
old frogs each year and allowing the others to increase. 

In other instances the industry is followed as a 
fashionable fad, and owners of country seats have his- 
toric ponds and streams devoted to frog raising under 
the care of an expert, or new ponds are provided with 


this object in view. The principal hotels of our large 


cities have for some years past demanded a sufficient 
quantity of frogs to provide their guests with frequent 
treats to the toothsome frog-leg suppers and to keep up 
a sufficient demand to make the industry profitable. 


Now there is a new incentive to frog raising. Old 
Bre’r Bullfrog, sonorous musician of our ponds, is 
found to be of special use for government experiments, 
and he will now be in greater demand than ever. The 
Marine Hospital is planning to spend considerable 
money this fiscal year for frogs for use in testing 
medicinal preparations at the hygienic laboratory of 
the institution. 

There are many things to consider in establishing 
profitable frog ponds. Fish Commissioner Meehan is 
enthusiastic over the industry, and he has given explicit 
directions for success in this venture. He says that 
those who decide to undertake frog farming may make 
up their minds beforehand that the days which will 
follow will not be free from care or anxiety. It will 
be speedily discovered that it is not sufficient to build 
ponds after supposed best types, stock them and then 
stand aside and wait for the tadpoles to change to frogs 
and the frogs to money or into delicious morsels of 
food. Enough has been learned of frog culture, how-

Two Kinds of Lippia. 


HOSE who have tried lippia repens and have been 

pleased with it, have been surprised because others 
have found fault with it, stating that it turns brown 
in the winter. | 


Recently a spray of lippia was brought to this office 
from South Pasadena and forwarded to Dr. Franceschi, 
who originally introduced Lippia repens to this State. 
In regard to this he wrote: 


“Specimen received is certainly not Lippia repens, the 
shape and texture of leaves being quite different, the 
flower peduncles much longer, and the fl.owers. them- 
selves aggregated in a different way. 


“Your plant might be L. Nodifiora, which is said to 
be found scattered in different parts of the world, and 
which has not the “carpeting” habit of the true Lippia 
repens introduced from the Island of Corsica. But, not 
having under my eyes any authentic specimens of L. 
Nodifiora, I am unable to issue a definite statement.” 


From this it would appear that there is a material 
difference in varieties, and those who have been dis- 
appointed in the planting of what they supposed to be 
Lippia repens may have another and less desirable va- 
riety. It is unfortunate that this plant has become 
established, for the true repens makes a most desirable 
lawn surface. It cannot be said to equal a well kept 
bluegrass, for that is one of the handsomest things a 
gardener can produce, but in locations where the requi- 
site care cannot be given or where water is scarce, the 
Lippia repens has proven very satisfactory. 

Dr. Franceschi also sends us the following points on 
the history of Lippia: “It was in 1869, barely one year 
before the fall of the second empire, when the centen- 
nial of the first Napoleon was celebrated with great 
festivities at his birthplace, Ajaccio, in Corsica. The 
superintendent of parks of the city of Florence, Signor 
Pucci, to whom the floral decorations had been en- 
trusted; was quite struck with Lippia, as it had been 
used in the public garden of Ajaccio. He took some 
with him to Florence, and put it on trial in one of the 
publie gardens. There it did so well that it soon 
spread in other parts of Italy, and particularly along

“In the year 1898 my daughter, who had recently 
come from Italy, called my attention to the fact that 
for several years already Lippia had been used to car- 
pet the esplanade at the naval academy at Leghorn, 
where 500 boys had their daily drilling and all sorts 
of games. 
done so well in Italy, it ought to do the same in Cali- 
fornia. From the director of the Botanical Garden in 
Rome I secured by mail a small tin box of Lippia plants 
(less than 12 ounces weight.) Now, after ten years, 
there are thousands of acres planted with Lippia, be- 
tween California, Arizona, Mexico, and Australia, and 
it all came out of that smal! tin box. And, had it not 
been for the celebration of the centennial of the great 
Napoleon, probably this humble plant would still grow, 
little known and unappreciated.”—([California Cultiva- 
tor. 


Planting Annuals. 


T is extremely difficult to grow annuals; except the 

kinds that have strong robust seeds, by sowing them 
in the open ground. We have so much sunshine with 
often a good breeze, which, taken together, will bake 
and harden the surface of ordinary soil, so that there 
are many failures to grow them successfully. A far 
better way is to sow the seeds in carefully-prepared 
soll, in flats—shallow boxes—that 
inches deep and of any convenient size. After the seed- 


lings are a couple of inches high they should be trans- | 


planted into similar boxes a couple of inches apart, and 


when well established they can then be transplanted | 
into the open ground with safety. Choose the early | 


evening to do this transplanting, and cover the soil be- 
tween the pisnts with planing-mill shavings an inch 
deep and give a thorough watering with the sprinkler. 
Straw or alfalfa hay cut up into short lengths will 
make a good covering. Well-decayed manure run 
through a screen makes a still better covering. This 
mulch is to shade the soil and keep it from baking.—

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Thinking Yourself Rich. 
N EW THOUGHT”’—of which it may be said that 
sf whatever in it is new is not true, and whatever 
true is not knew—while it offers some good sug- 
gestions, also carries with it many absurdities. The 
idea that-by “affirmation” you may become healthy and 
wealthy and happy, when you are sick and poor and 
miserable, reminds one of some of the plays of children, 
where they imagine themselves to be generals, emper- 
ors, and all that sort of thing. It is really strange that 


. people should be able to go through such 
“stunts” without laughing at themselves. 


Not many years ago one of the leading New Thought 
apostles published a little book entitled “Dollars Want 
Me.” Soon after that, his office was destroyed in the 
San Francisco fire, and a little later he sent around a 
circular begging for subscriptions to enable him to start 
again. Doubtless neither he nor his deluded followers 
realized how funny this was. 


Since “New Thought” has become so commercialized 
by shrewd individuals who seek to make money out of 
it, the fad has become somewhat overdone, and it even 
looks as if some of the New Thought leaders might even 
What an awful pros- 
pect! 

“The Science of Getting Rich” is a book of 155 pages, 
in exceptionally large type, by W. D. Wattles, one of the 
leading New Thought lights. (Published by Elizabeth 
Towne, Holyoke, Mass.) The portrait of Mr. Wattles in 
the frontispiece indicates that while he may, be rich—of 
course he is rich, for he only has to think himself so— 
he is more hungry than happy. In other words, Wattles 
should think himself more wittles.“ This book is evi- 
dently regarded as a “leader” by the New Thought peo- 
ple. In the Nautilus for April, Elizabeth Towne, re- 
ferring to Mr. Wattles, said: “Nowhere among the New 
Thought people is there any mind that advances so 
Steadily and rapidly as his.” 

{n the preface the author tells us that this book is “in- 
tended for the men and women whose most pressing 
need is for money; who wish to get rich first and phil- 
osophize afterward.” He adds that every man and 
woman who follows his advice will certainly get rich, 
“for the science herein applied is the exact science, and 
failure is impossible.” | 


Mr. Wattles opens his book with the statement that 
“it is not possible to live a really complete or success- 
ful life unless one is rich.” How about Jesus? But then 
in the eyes of many—perhaps including Mr. Wattles—He 
was, of course, a failure. Later on the author says: 


The ownership of money and property comes as a 
result of doing things in a certain way; those who do 
things in this Certain Way, whether on purpose or ac- 
cidentally, get rich; while those who do not do things 
in this Certain Way, no matter how hard they work 
or how able they are, remain poor.” 

It is a fact that if à man of average intelligence starts 
out with the one idea of getting rich, regardless of con- 
sequences, he will usually su in doing so. In 
achieving this result he may, however, have to sacrifice 
all his finer feelings and his happiness. 

Now, as to the modus operandi. “Thought,” says Mr. 
Wattles, “is the only power which can produce tangible 
riches from the Formless Substance. Man can 
form things in his thought, and by impressing his 
thought upon formless substance, can cause the thing 
he thinks about to be created.” The author gives the 
following instance: 

“But if you want a sewing machine, hold the mental 
image of it with the most positive certainty that it is 
being made, or is on its way to you. After once form- 
ing the thought, have the most absolute and unquestion- 
ing faith that the sewing machine is coming; never 
think of it, or speak of it, in any other way than as 
being sure to arrive. 

“It will be brought to you by the power of the Su- 
preme Intelligence, acting upon the minds of men.” 
This beats Aladdin. Even he had to rub a lamp to 


get what he wanted. It seems that the New Thoughter 


doesn’t even have to do that. 

| To the editor of the Care of the Body it seems as if 
this theory might sometimes entail unpleasant conse- 
quences. For instance, suppose you bappen to admire 
and covet strongly a watch charm owned by your next- 
door neighbor; And suppose that one morning that 
watch charm is found lying on your dressing table. And 
suppose, further, that a detective should happen nosing 
around with a search warrant. Don’t you think you 
would experience some difficulty in explaining to the 
detective that you had thought that watch charm into 
your possession? 

Or again, supposing a young unmarried woman, who 
is exceedingly fond of children, should most earnestly 
yearn for the time when she may become a mother. 
And suppose that one day there are delivered unto her 
a pair of twins. Don't you think it would be rather 
embarrassing for her to explain the situation to her rel. 
atives and friends? 

But, oh shucks! what's the use? As Prof. Warman of 
Los Angeles has written: “There are those who say 
that you can sit in the silence and attract anything you 
_desire—horses, carriages, flowers, friends, etc. I be- 
live it—if you sit long enough in the silence—but I also 
believe that when they come you will still be in the 
silence, and the horses, carriages, flowers, and friends 

be those that come to your funeral. You may sit 
with folded arms, and, Micawhber-like, expect something 
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to turn up, but you will find that it will expedite mat- 
ters very much if you go out and turn them up.“ 
Further on—still discussing the subject of riches, the 
author says: “To become really rich is the noblest aim 
you can have in life, for it includes everything else.” 
Here again Mr. Wattles is out of harmony with the au- 
thor of the Sermon on the Mount, who advised a young 
man to sell all that he had and give it to the poor. 


Even a kindergarten student of social conditions 
should know that riches do not necessarily bring with 
them happiness. On the contrary, they are often the 
cause of much sorrow. Riches cannot buy true friend- 
ship. Hetty Green is regarded as the richest woman in 
America. Her son, who is a bachelor, was recently 
quoted as saying: 

“The problem of marriage does not lie as heavily on 
the mind of a poor man &s it does on a rich one. The 
poor man has at least the most comforting thought that 
he is the loved head of the household, and not the treas- 
ury vault.” 

Referring to the subject of disease, Mr. Wattles says: 

“To look upon the appearance of disease will produce 
the form of disease in your own mind, and ultimately in 
your body, unless you hold the thought of the truth, 
which is that there is no disease; it is only an appear- 
ance, and the reality is health.” 

This is a doctrine of Christian Science, of which “New 
Thought” is an offshoot. It is true that you may by 
suggestion become sick, as when many people are at- 
‘tacked by disease during an epidermic. On the other 
hand, if you live wrong—especially if you eat wrong— 
you will get sick, however carefully you may avoid 
thinking about it. 

Here is one truthful thought in the book: 

“There is no labor from which most people shrink as 
they do from that of sustaining a consecutive thought. 
It is the hardest work in the world.” 

The author concludes with the following advice: 

“Spend most of your leisure time in contemplating 
your vision, and in cultivating gratitude, and in read- 
ing this book.” With all due respect, the editor of the 
Care of the Body ventures to say that—excepting the 
cultivation of gratitude—your spare time might be much 
more profitably occupied. 

There has also been received a prospectus of the “Get 
Rich Right League,” issued by Mr. Wattles. The object 
of the league, we are informed, is to enable every mem- 
ber to get rich. A bulletin will be issued on the first 
of each month, containing reports from members as to 
what they think they think about things, so that they 
may help each other think themselves rich. On joining 
the league each member has to pay $3. Also 25 cents a 
month for the bulletin. A pretty good price that—as 
much as The Times illustrated magazine costs, for fifty- 
two numbers a year. 

This is certainly a slick way of getting rich—for the 
party who works the scheme. i 

P. S.— After you have succeeded in thinking yourself 
rich, good and plenty, you might send $5 of your sur- 
plus wealth to the editor of the Care of the Body, for 
advice as to how to get well and keep well, for while 
you may (possibly) be able to think yourself rich, you 
will assuredly never succeed in thinking yourself 
healthy, if you continue to live wrong.

This committee of eminent and 
well-meaning but misguided citizens—some of whom 
know as much about the care of the body as a cow 
knows about astronomy—were induced to loan their 
names so that they might be used as cat's-paws to pull 
the chestnuts out of the fire for the political doctors. As 
soon as the thing begins to assume shape they will be 
dropped, as of no further use. 

Last week the editor of the Care of the Body set forth 
the iniquity of this proposed measure. It seems that 
these doctor-politicians have more weapons up their 
sleeves. There are no less than five House bills on 
which they count more than they do on the Owen Sen- 
ate bill. One House bill provides for placing all affairs 
relating to the care of the bodies of the people of the 
United States in charge of the Hospital and Marine serv- 
ice, members of which recently distinguished them- 
selves as flea catchers in San Francisco. This would 
be but an entering wedge. Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, 
one of the leading members of the Committee of One 
Hundred, was recently reported as saying in regard to 
this movement, that once started it will surely expand 
within a decade so that millions upon millions of gov- 
ernment money will be put into it. 

Like a well-known character in literature, these po- 
litical doctors are sly—devilish sly. At least they think 
they are. Perhaps, when the people get through with 
them, they will find they are not quite so smart as they 
are sly. 

The fact is that the drug-dispensing school of medi- 
cine is doomed. The people are sick of it. It has not 
made good. The doctors see the handwriting on the 
wall. Therefore, as a last resort, they are now trying 
to work into politics, and are calling upon the Federal 
government to help them bind their shackles on the 


Dr. C. A. L. Reed of Chicago, a candidate for the 
United States Senate, recently said to some of his con- 
freres: 

“In the sixtieth Congress there were five doctors, all 
told, and because of the same influence we simply went 
to the Willard Hotel and sent for Congressmen to come 
to us, and they came. . . In the next Congress I 
have every reason to believe there will be twenty-five 
physicians.” 

These allopaths remind one of a big bully of a school- 
boy, who gets a licking from half a dozen plucky young- 
sters, whom he has been imposing upon, and then runs 
blubbering to his “paw.” The allopaths in turn bit- 
terly opposed the homeopaths, the eclectics, the osteo- 
paths, and the hydropaths, but one after the other

To these, in Cali- 
fornia, have recently been added the naturopaths. Now 
the allopaths, in despair, are crying on the natf)nal gov- 
ernment to come to their aid and to force the people to 
take their poisonous drugs, and submit to their deadly 
injections of filthy animal matter into the blood. and 
useless quarantines. 


Remember, also, that as stated last week, it is only a 


small section even of the allopaths that are doing this 
thing—the “inner circle” of the A.M.A.—the American 
Medical Association—the Medical Trust 


which organization Dr. G. Frank Lydston of Chicago, 


one of the most eminent medical men in the United 
States, recently said: 

“Under the present political régime the A.M.A. has 
developed into a medico-political and commercial trust, 
which is the direct antithesis of what the machine which 
runs it promised it should be.” 

What would you thiuk of @ proposition to place the 
care of the souls of the people of the United States un- 
der the compulsory charge not merely of one particular 
denomination, but of one branch of that denomination— 
say, for instance, the Methodist Church South, or the 
small extreme High Church party of the Episcopal 
Church. Would there not be a tremendous uproar 
throughout the country? Yet this attempt to control 
the bodies of the people is of more importance, for we 
know that the doctors can and do injure and mutilate 
our bodies, whereas we do not know for sure that the 
churches can exert any influence upon our souls. 

The Journal of Osteopathy, the leading exponent of 
that school in America, recently said in regard to this 
proposed Department of Health: It is difficult to con- 
ceive of a worse calamity befalling the people of this 
country.” That is in line with what the editor of the 
department said last week. 

Again, the New York Herald, on May 25, said edito-

innocent Victims of Medical “Research.” 


. 822 of the magazines have been calling attention 


to the subject of preventable blindness in children. 
It is asserted that one-quarter of all the children in the 
blind schools of this country are needlessly blind—that 
they might have been cured by simple treatment at 
birth, the favorite preparation being a 1 per cent. solu- 
tion of nitrate of silver. 

This is surely a sad condition of affairs, but how about 
the 160 unfortunate orphan children, inmates of a Phil- 
adelphia hospital, and of a home for orphans, who a 
few months ago were used as “material” for purpose of 
experimental research by physicians of the University 
of Pennsylvania? The experiments consisted in imocu- 
lating or “installing” into the babies Koch's tuborculin, 
in order to observe whether there would result a “reac- 
tion,” which according to one of the latest theories 
would determine whether the patient was suffering from 
tuberculosis. The tests were applied in four ways. Tu- 
berculin was instilled into the eyes, was rubbed on the 
flesh ‘of the child in the form of ointment, injected sub- 
cutaneously, and in the fourth or scarification test both 
bovine and human tuberculin were used. There was a 
“reaction,” the result of which is that several of these 
unfortunate children will be blind for life. 

Even supposing the doctors had discovered that the 
children had tuberculosis, could they have cured them? 

These are the kind of people who are clamoring for 
a national bureau of health.

Medicinal Food. 
NE of the consultants of the editor of the Care of 
the Body asks whether he should oranges. He 
says that he likes them, but that when he eats them 
they cause flatulence. 

This is quite natural. Fruits like the orange and 
strawberry abound in the organic salts, which are na- 
ture’s medicine. When a person is sick and eats them 
they begin to “do things,” as drugs would, only the fruit 
acts in a natural and helpful manner. This is why 
many people say they “cannot eat fruit.” 

In such cases you should first endeavor to get your 
stomach into a more wholesome condition, by fasting 
and otherwise. Then do not take strongly medicinal 
fruits like the orange in conjunction with other food, 
any more than you would take drugs, but eat them sep- 


Fruit “Fudge.” 


ERE is a receipt for fruit “fudge” from Miss Anna 
Harken, of Peotone, III.: 

“Take equal parts of walnuts, prunes soaked four 
hours, raisins, figs and dates. Grind in a meat grinder, 
press into a dish, cut into squares, and dust lightly with 
powdered sugar.”
